Murder 


plea 

entered

Accused Romulus killer, 
Richard Mills, now 18, pleaded 
guilty Monday to taking part in 
the murder of a Romulus truck 
driver, Frederick Adair Sr., 
last Aug. 12. 

Adair reportedly died about 
2 a.m. that day, after he was 
slashed across the throat while 
seated in his truck in a parking 
lot at Joan Street and Mid- 
dlebelt Road. 

A co-defendant, James 
Swazey, also now 18, who po- 
lice claim did the actual stab- 
bing will appear in Recorder’s 
Court on July 30 for a pre- trial 
hearing at which time a new 
trial date will be set. 

Romulus police claim the 
pair killed Adair because they 
wanted to take his truck and 
drive it to Florida. 

Swazey’s trial had been 
slated to begin last Monday, 
but the judge was on vacation. 

Instead Mills appeared be- 
fore Chief Judge Dalton Ro- 
berson with his court 
appointed lawyer at his side 
and pleaded guilty to second 
degree murder. Part of the 
plea agreement included a 
30-60 year prison term. The of- 
ficial sentence will be im- 
posed on July 30. 

Both young Romulus Senior 
High School dropouts were 
charged with four counts in 
connection with the stabbing 
death. 

They included murder first 
degree, conspiracy to commit 
murder, felony murder and as- 
sault with intent to rob while 
armed. 

Mills admitted to Roberson 
that he and Swazey planned to 
steal a vehicle and ride to 
Florida. When they spotted 
Adair apparently sleeping in 
the truck, they decided to take 
it from him. 

Mills testified he went to the 
passenger side door, but found 
it locked. He admitted having 
a knife in his pocket, but de- 
nied using it. 

Detective Sgt. Gordon Mal- 
aniak revealed that Adair 
didn’t die instantly despite his 
deep neck wounds. Adair re- 
portedly was able to drive his 
truck away for several blocks 
on Joan Street, blowing his 
horn as he did so. After losing 
a great deal of blood, Adair 
lost control of his truck, police 
said, and it ran into a ditch. 
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Part of the 100-member work force currently putting in 10-hour days at the Romulus Senior High School 
remodeling project is busy installing new ceilings and walls at vanous locations at the Wayne Road building.

School remodeling continues

Approximately 100 area 
tradesmen are busy at work 
this summer at Romulus Se- 
nior High School in a bid to 
have the gutted school build- 
ing totally rebuilt by the open- 
ing of the school year. 

The tradesmen are working 
10 hours a day, six days a week, 
in an effort to complete a wide 
assortment of projects includ- 
ing the largest one, a $7 million 
media center for students and 
teachers. 

Renovation of the high 
school is the last of the mas- 
sive updates and remodelings 
of local schools to make it com 
patable with new technology 
systems. 


The student environment 
will be changed so drastically, 
including the changing of 
classroom numbers, that in- 
coming students will be issued 
maps designating various 
study areas and rooms. 

The new media center will 
include Apple and DOS 
computer platforms, a televi- 
sion studio and photography 
studio and darkroom. 

Other major projects in- 
clude a 350-seat school cafete- 
ria, state-of- the-art 
commercial kitchen, school 
store, concession stands and 
new science wing. 

Project Supervisor Robin 
Block revealed every class- 
room will be repainted, car- 
peted and given new lighting. 

In addition new English 


writing and math labs will be 
added, Block said, as will a 
new phone system including 
voice mail options. 

New safety features will in- 
clude a new security system, 
including fire doors, smoke, 
fire, and motion detectors, 
sprinkler system, and new 
handicap ramps in the bath- 
room areas. The existing ele- 
vators also will be re- 
inspected. 

The school library will be 
equipped with computer 
check-outs and book identi- 
fication systems. 

Since the electrical needs of 
the school will be enlarged so 
extensively, Block said, the 
building will be equipped with 
power generators to keep 
phones, lights and computers 
in full working order. 


Tax abatement approved

After receiving a warning 
that General Motors is still in 
“serious trouble”, Romulus 
City Council members unani- 
mously approved a 12-year tax 
abatement request made re- 
cently by the automaker in 
preparation for. plans to add 
$30 million in crank shaft 


equipment. 

Romulus GM plant manager 
Bob Ranka told city officials 
that a $30 million improve- 
ment program is currently be- 
ing initiated at the GM plant in 
Romulus, following the an- 
nouncement more than a year 
ago that an older GM plant in 
Flint is being closed dow r n. 

In addition to Romulus, 
other current GM Flint offer- 


ings are being moved to Bay 
City in Michigan and St Cat 
herine’s in Canada. 

It is expected that about 30 
Flint GM employees will be 
transferred here. Some will 
move here and others will 
commute, Ranka predicted. 

Ranka said, “GM bashing is 
still the vogue.. .w'hy I don’t

Board adopts 
student code

Rezoning request 
could prompt lawsuit

Are the Romulus City Coun- 
cil members setting them- 
selves up for another 
expensive legal battle with the 
denial of a Salvation Army re- 
quest to rezone a 36-acre va- 
cant piece of land at 
Middlebelt and Van Born 
roads? 

The vote could come as 
early as Monday, if all seven 
members of the council ap- 
pear at the meeting. If not, it 
will occur at the first city coun- 
cil meeting that such a full ros- 
ter occurs. 

One top level city official, 
w f ho spoke on the condition of 
anonymity, said a potential 
lawsuit against the city could 
handily be pressed by either 
the Salvation Army or the cur- 
rent land owmers, American 
Freight System Inc. of Over- 
land Park in Kansas. 

The issue that would be dif- 
ficult for Romulus to defend 
w'ould be city regulations 
which stipulate that substance 
abuse treatment centers must 
be located in multi-family 
zoned areas and yet three city 
councilmen say they will not 
support the Salvation Army 
Men’s Rehabilitation Center 
being relocated at any such lo- 
cation within the city. 

While the Christian organi- 
zation has four solid votes on 
the council, it needs five to 
guarantee a rezoning. Without 
at least one of those three 
votes (from Councilmen Will- 
iam Wadsworth, Russell Lam- 
bert or Randy Gear), the 


Salvation Army move from the 
current Goddard Road site is 
doomed. 

On July 12, a large band of 
Romulus area Salvation Army 
past and current “benefici- 
aries” (men treated at the cen- 
ter) shed their anonymity to 
plead for the center transfer. 

One councilman praised the 
bravery of the men, who crave 
the century old Salvation 
Army policy of anonymity for 
its clients, and yet still came 
forward to face their home- 
town cable TV cameras and 
the print media to press for 
positive council action. 

One Salvation Army em- 
ployee, who had earlier en- 
tered the center while he was 
“out on his feet”, said he felt 
the Salvation Army was his 
“last hope” at that time. “With- 
out them I’d be dead.” 

Now on the job, the former 
client, said he was pleading for 
the rezoning “not for the men 
being served at the center to- 
day...but for those who will be 
served for years to come.” 

Many men being served 
there, as well as women em- 
ployees and Salvation Army 
leaders, expressed great con- 
flision over the opponents of 
the center. 

“The Salvation Army is sav- 
ing untold lives by taking 
drunken drivers off the roads,” 
they cried out over and over. 
The center is also “returning 
these same men to their fami- 
lies and workplaces, while at 
the same time saving millions 
of dollars in welfare costs.”

A tougher Student Code of 
Conduct has been approved by 
the Romulus Community 
School Board “hopefully mak- 
ing students aware that 
teachers and administrators 
will not tolerate any mis- 
behavior.” 

The changes in the code out- 
law disruptions such as sit-ins 
or the possession of drugs, 
weapons or portable tele- 
phones. 

The code also makes crimi- 
nal actions off campus a rea- 
son for expulsion from school. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Dr. Terrel LeCesne said the re- 
cent board action was spurred 
by Supreme Court decisions 
that give school officials more 
descretion in regulating stu- 
dent behavior. 

One of the most supportive 
top court decisions was 
handed down in the case of 
Hazelwood School District (in 
Missouri) versus Kuhlmeier, in 
which the court ruled that 
“school administrators may 
exercise prior restraint over 
student publications if a rea- 
sonable basis exists for the be- 
lief that a publication would 
materially disrupt class work, 
involve substantial disorder or 
invade the rights of others.” 

The discipline for violations 
range from an in-school sus- 
pension to expulsion depend- 
ing upon the nature and

severity of the offense, 
LeCesne explained. 

Also included are due pro- 
cess provisions for students ac- 
cused of violations, so that 
such things as the age of the 
student, the student’s prior be- 
havioral records, the recom- 
mendation of school 
personnel, the facts involved 
in the matter and other cir- 
cumstances are all considered 
before penalties are meted 
out 

Some of the code regula- 
tions include: 

•students may be disci- 
plined for engaging in prohib- 
ited acts even if they occur

Drum and bugle corps competition draws crowd

They are determined to win 
the championship in the Drum 


Corp International (DCI) Pre- 
view of Champions competi- 
tion July 31 in Ypsilanti. 

The DCI Preview is the first 
head-to head competition bet- 


ween the top 25 drum and bu- 
gle corps in North America as 
they tour the U.S. and Canada 
in the 1993 Summer Music 
Games tour. 

Jason and Shawn Neal of 
Wayne, Todd Szalai of West- 
land and Brenda Howard of 
Canton Township will be rep- 
resenting the local area with 
the Glassmen Drum and Bugle 
Corps. 

The competition will fea 
ture the DCI top 25 corps, in 
eluding the 1992 world 
champion Cavaliers, the 1991 
world champion Star of Indi- 
ana, five-time world champion 
Cadets of Bergen County, six 
time world champion Blue 
Devils and five-time world 
champion Santa Clara Van- 
guard. 

Membership into the Glass- 
men is earned through a de- 
manding competitive winter of 
try-outs and practice sessions 
conducted monthly at the unit 
headquarters, according to 
Dan Acheson, executive direc- 
tor of Glassmen. 

“Members are brass and 
percussion musicians and 
dancers between the ages of 14 


and 21 who come from across 
the U.S., Canada and including 
one from Holland,” Acheson 
said. “Drum corps is unique, 
highly competitive and de- 
manding.” 

Being a member offers par 
ticipants not only musical 
training, but also allows each 
to develop individual qualities 
such as self discipline, respon 
sibility, commitment, commu- 
nication skills and a concern 
for others, according to 
Acheson. 

“In just a 10 week season, 
the Glassmen will travel more 
than 10,000 miles by bus, sleep 
on school gymnasium floors, 
eat meals prepared by a spe- 
cially outfitted semi trailer, 
appear in numerous competi 
tions and entertain more than 
150,000 fans,” Acheson said. 

Any residents interested in 
supporting their local Glass- 
men members can attend the 
DCI competition at Eastern 
Michigan University Rynear- 
son Stadium beginning at 2 
p.m. July 30 for the prelimi- 
nary competition and 7:30 p.m.

Flood victims receive aid

A general appeal for relief 
funds for Mississippi River 
flood victims is currently un- 
derway through the offices of 
the Salvation Army's Eastern 
Michigan Division. 

With damage estimates es- 
calating into the billions, Lt. 
Col. Clarence W. Harvey, divi- 
sional commander of the Sal- 
vation Army in Southfield, 
urged western Wayne resi- 
dents to mail their monetary 
donations to “Operation 
Noah” in care of the Salvation 
Army, 16130 Northland Drive, 
Southfield, Mich., 48075. 

Or they may drop their fi- 
nancial gifts off at the Salva- 
tion Army Norwayne Corps 
facility at 2363 Venoy Road (in 
Norwayne Plaza) in Westland. 
Local Commander Lt. Donna 
Price urged that the checks be 
made out to “Operation Noah,” 
so that they can be quickly pro- 
cessed nationally.

Increasingly violent youth 
gangs can be stopped cold. 
That’s the message Brenda 
Plecha is sending parents 
through a program sponsored 
by Family Service of Detroit/ 
Wayne County. 

“We’re telling parents, sin- 
gle, married or unwed, that 
they have to get involved in 
their child’s life and pay atten- 
tion to what’s going on around 
them,” said Plecha, family life 
education manager/training 
specialist with the non-profit 
assistance organization. 
“Gangs are replacing families 
because parents are paying 
less and less attention, for 
what ever reason, to their 
kids.” 

Plecha has taken her con- 
troversial program on the road 
with a panel of family experts, 
counselors and therapists 
stopping along the way at sev- 
eral communities, primarily 
south of Detroit until recently. 
Specifically targeting adults, 
Plecha visited Livonia in late 
June where some 100 
growingly concerned parents 
turned out to learn gangs are 
not confined strictly to urban 
neighborhoods 


Items most urgently needed 
are household paper goods, 
baby food, disposable diapers, 
cleaning supplies, store bot- 
tled water, first aid supplies 
and floor mats. 

Salvation Army units were 
among the first service units 
on the scene along the flooded 
Mississippi, Harvey explained, 
with two mobile canteen units 
dispatched to the St. Louis 
area on Sunday July 11. 

Currently, the Salvation 
Army has 10 mobile canteens 
feeding thousands of flood vic- 
tims and rescue workers daily. 

Other Salvation Army per- 
sonnel were sent to St Louis 
for further dispatchment along 
the flooded Illinois, Missouri, 
Minnesota and Iowa areas. 

Among the personnel sent 
to Missouri is Pavel “Paul” Po- 
tashev from Riga, Latvia. The 
20-year-old international camp 
counselor had been serving at 
the Salvation Army Echo 
Grove Camp in eastern Michi- 
gan. He now is stationed in Ar- 
nold, Mo., where he is working 
on a mobile feeding canteen in 
Jefferson County. 


“I think many (suburban) 
people are saying these activ- 
ities aren’t happening in their 
backyards, but the reality is 
that they are,” said Plecha, 
herself a parent of teenagers. 
“Look around -you’re seeing 
certain styles of dress, certain 
way clothes and jewelry are 
worn. 

“In fact,” she added, “sev- 
eral kids were recently 
spraying mace in a (Westland) 
department store. Five boys 
dressed like ‘gang members’ 
were spotted driving away, 
who do you think those boys 
were?” 

Upon the invitation of local 
community groups. Plecha's 
troupe of family experts dis- 
cuss gang history, adolescent 
needs, signs to look for (a tip 
sheet that includes attitude 
and dress hints), parental in- 
volvement and prevention tips. 

“Gang prevention starts 
early,” said Plecha, “when par 
ents drop their kids at the mall 
or the movies and just drive 
off. Gangs are nothing more 
than a mechanism for instant 
identification when they’re not 
getting the attention at home 
from the people that really 
matter Gangs simply replace 
families.” 


Harvey reminds area resi- 
dents that 100 percent of “Op 
eration Noah” funds will be 
used for the relief effort. 

Harvey explains that the 
flood relief effort began back 
in mid-May, when 2,500 flood 
victims were aided in southern 
Minnesota. Over 30,000 meals 
were served in the first few 
weeks, Harvey said, with 80 
volunteers contributing 1,000 
service hours. 

The demand for services 
has heightened as the levees 
along the Mississippi have 
fallen and in one location in 
Keithsburg, 111. more than 
15,500 meals were provided in 
just one day. 

In addition, emergency Sal- 
vation Army shelters have 
been set up in Hannibal and 
St. Charles in Missouri and 
Grafton and Quincy in Illinois. 

“The Salvation Army has 
joined with the devastated 
communities of the flood to as- 
sist however needed and pro- 
vide relief from this disaster 
and solace in knowing that 
someone there cares,” Harvey 
stated. 

‘gang war’ 

As an example of the absur- 
dity some parents undertake 
to waive their responsibility, 
Plecha said a private east side 
business currently advertises 
to “play catch” with children 
for $85 per week. 

“That’s ridiculous,” she 
said, “that a parent can’t find 
the time to play ball with their 
children and actually pay 
someone to do it for them. And 
then parents question why 
their children choose gangs- 
they’re finding ways to make it 
easy not to be parents.” 

Plecha said she has been 
approached by several west- 
ern Wayne County commu- 
nities for the gang awareness 
program. Canton police 
spokeswoman Tammie Colling 
said her department is “inves- 
tigating” the possibility of in 
viting Plecha to the township, 
but that “no decision has been 
made.” 

Community officials inter- 
ested in the gang awareness 
program can contact Plecha in 
Westland at 525-8655. 

“We’re not trying to shock 
people,” she added, “but the 
sooner parents and city offi- 
cials start to address the prob- 
lem, the less problems they’ll 
face in the future.”

know.” He said GM is planning 
a new line of V-8 engines. 

Reading extensively from 
an overhead projection cam- 
era image, Ranka stressed that 
GM is looking for additional 
teamwork between manage- 
ment, labor unions and Ro- 
mulus city government. 

The unanimous vote was 
spurred by a motion offered by 
Councilman William Wad- 
sworth and supported by 
Councilman Randy Gear. 

Wadsworth had asked what 
would happen if Romulus 
didn't grant the tax abatement. 
Ranka said, “Nothing at this 
time since GM is committed to 
the current listed improve- 
ments. But a denial of the 12- 
year request could reflect 
badly at corporate headquar- 
ters when future growth is 
planned across Michigan,” 
Ranka explained. 

Wadsworth said Romulus 
does not “want to bite the hand 
that feeds us” and offered the 
abatement motion. 

Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron reminded residents, 
“There are not a lot of $17-an- 
hour jobs out there today.” 

Bergeron said he would en- 
courage other 12-year tax 
abatements by the council, 
since it is “better to get 50 per- 
cent of something that 100 per- 
cent of nothing as we are doing 
in many cases now.” 

Then breaking into a smile, 
Bergeron said, “I’d even be 
willing to extend an abate- 
ment that would lead them to 
bring the GM national head- 
quarters here.”

Leacher, who travels about 
the city from 7:30 a.m. to 2:30 
p.m. talking to residents, wants 
to dispel any negative feelings 
people have towards the role 
of police officers in their city. 

His main summer goal is to 
increase general police rela- 
tions with the public. He wants 
all residents to become more 
trusting of police officers and 
allow themselves more perma- 
nent relations with law enfor- 
cement personnel. 

Leacher, who serves as one 
of the city Drug Awareness Re- 
sistance Education officers, 
says he feels that he has made 
an impact with local students. 

Many students, who see him 
on his summer beat, share 
small talk with him in their 
neighborhoods, giving him the 


sense they would contact him 
for counseling if a crisis hits 
their lives. 

When he contacted man- 
agers of Oakbrooke and Well- 
esley Townhouses and pers6ns 
in the Jones Subdivision about 
setting up regular beat hours 
in their neighborhoods for the 
summer, Leacher said he re- 
ceived only positive responses. 

“One person said ‘it’s good 
to see you out here’.. .another 
said ‘we’ve needed this kind of 
patrol for a long time’... and a 
third said ‘seeing you here just 
makes my day.,” the DARE offi- 
cer reported. 

Many youth and now' adults 
are learning to associate his 
face with compassion and help 
with common needs. “I’m hop- 
ing they see me as their liaison 
with police leadership.” 

The toughest question I face 
regularly, Leacher said, is 
“why can’t you be here at 
night?” 

Leacher said he tries to ex- 
plain to them that he can meet 
more people of various ages on 
his current daytime beat. He 
urges the public to notify him 
of various neighborhood prob- 


lems and he will then pass the 
information on to his peers, 
who work the night beat. 

The most common problems 
in Romulus today center 
around loud night time noises 
(such as boom boxes) and loud 
talking by crowds outside local 
homes, as well as other nui- 
sance complaints. 

Leacher feels beat patrols 
that allow officers to meet ca- 
sually with local citizens and 
expanded summer recre- 
ational programs will mean 
safer summers in Romulus. 

From now until the end of 
August, Leacher will continue 
his neighborhood patrols. In 
September he will return to 
his DARE activities. 

If the summer heat bothers 
some persons and they want to 
“shoot the breeze” with him, 
Leacher said, he is willing to 
talk with them in designated 
conference areas in their 
neighborhoods.

At 
least one, perhaps two, additional part-time staff people would be 
required. The additional cost would be approximately $3,000 per 
person. The committee would present an update to the School 
Board regarding the progress of the tray service in approximately 
40 days. Progress would be evaluated on the following factors: 
Improvement in logistics and timing of service, changes in partici- 
pation in the lunch program, and costs of operating the tray style vs 
family style. If after one semester, the School Board decides that 
tray style is not cost effective, is not logistically feasible, is not 
timely for service, or causes a drop in participation, the pilot 
program will be dropped. 

2) Continue with family style service. An evaluation of the staff per 
pupil ratio will be done. The board will determine whether addi- 
tional staff should be hired. The current ratio at Tyler is approx- 
imately one staff to 35 children. The staff will create a means for 
better controls for reimbursements to those children who do not get 
a full lunch. Staff will be more active in assuring that less aggres- 
sive children get their portions. The committee will explore the 
option of getting senior citizens involved in the lunchroom and of 
providing hand-wipes for the children before eating. 

Motion died due 
to lack of support. 

Motion by Susan Ward Callahan, supported by Edward Adkins, to try 
the second alternative with family style service and implement the 
suggested changes.

Tara’s tale stirs emotions of film-goers

Billed as “the greatest mo- 
tion picture of all time,” Gone 
With the Wind lives up to its 
lofty expectations in its cur- 
rent run at the Fox Theatre in 
Detroit 

The film, which premiered 
in 1939, is playing at the Fox 
Theatre for the first time in its 
lengthy history. It bypassed the 
Fox in earlier runs for tw r o 
other downtown theatres. 

During its current run, the 
film has attracted large audi- 
ences of both young and ma- 
ture film-goers, many of whom 
were not born when the film 
premiered. Many of the film- 
goers have previously viewed 
the movie on the small screen - 
television channel or video 
cassette - but, without a doubt, 
it is a big film made for a big 
screen. 

Among those who attended 
the opening night viewing of 
the film were University of 
Michigan-Dearborn student 
Thomas Kelly and Wayne State 
University student Rachael 
Lewis. 

“It was spectacular, espe- 
cially on the big screen at the 
Fox Theatre, ” said Lewis. 
“The film was true to the Civil 


War-era time frame.” 

Kelly and Lewis said they 
were impressed that the film 
seemed to “hold up” well after 
more than half a century. They 
marveled at the vivid colors in 
the film and its spectacular 
costumes and settings. 

Adding to the audiences’ 
enjoyment of the film were 
costumed soldiers and Civil 
War-era belles and their beaus 
who appeared outside the the- 
atre prior to the presentation. 

Gone With the Wind is based 
on the Pulitzer Prize winning 
book by Atlanta journalist 
Margaret Mitchell. The book 
sold more than one million 
copies in its first eight months 
and up to the present has sold 
more than 25 million copies. 

Producer David O. Selznick 
paid $50,000 for the film rights 
to the book, and the story was 
filmed, starring Vivian Leigh 
as Scarlett O’Hara and Clark 
Cable as Rhett Butler, at a pro- 
duction cost of $4.25 million. 

In 1939, the film won an un- 
precedented 13 Academy 
Award nominations and 
claimed a record-breaking 
eight Oscars: Best Picture, 
Best Actress Vivian Leigh, 
Best Supporting Actress 
Hattie McDaniel, Best Direc- 
tor Victory Fleming plus Best 


Screenplay, Best Photography, 
Best Art Direction and Best 
Film Editing. 

Film-goers find the ambi- 
ance of the restored Fox The- 
atre an appropriate setting for 
the spectacular film. 

The Fox Theatre, a symbol 
of the Golden Age of Cinema, 
opened its doors in 1928. It had 
been constructed at a cost of 
nearly $10 million, a tremen- 
dous amount of money in the 
1920s. After its restoration by 
owners Michael and Marian II- 
itch, the Fox reopened in 1988 
and has gone on to become the 
top grossing theater in the 
country for the next two years. 

Visitors to the theatre are 
impressed by its six-story-high 
Grand Lobby, designed to re- 
semble an ancient Indian tem- 
ple and the pink dolomite 
marble Grand Staircase which 
leads to the private Loge 
Level. Carved figures, leaded- 
glass chandeliers and leaded- 
glass doors also attract the at- 
tention of the film-goers. All of 
which adds up to a spectacular 
setting for a phenonmenal 
film.

A family desperately work- 
ing to save the life of a 30 year- 
old brother is in the process of 
collecting nearly $200,000 
through several benefits in- 
cluding an Aug. 14 bowling 
tournament in Canton Towns- 
hip and a recent walk a thon 
in Westland. 

Jeff Kasprzak (pronounced 
Kas-per-zak), of Lapeer, was 
recently diagnosed with leuke- 
mia and his large nuclear fam- 
ily, including older brother 
John (John’s wife, Gina, is the 
daughter of Westland Deputy 
Police Chief Robbin Crosby), 
are working to gather enough 
money for an expensive bone- 
marrow transplant that doc- 
tors say could save the young 
carpenter’s life. 

“Unfortunately, time and 
money can be overwhelming 
obstacles,” John Kasprzak 
said, “but they can be over- 
come. The expenses involved 
can be financially devastat- 
ing.” 

According to Kasprzak, 
brother Jeff was a typically 
healthy young single parent 
working to raise two boys, ages 
7 and 11, when it was deter- 
mined this spring that some- 
thing definitely was wrong. 
Continued lack of energy, 
swollen glands and nagging 
colds were written off to a re- 
cent job lay-off and a divorce

battle that leveled him emo- 
tionally. 

“At first doctors told him 
(Jeff) that he had mono (nucle- 
osis),” John said. “But added 
testing determined leukemia. 
Especially at that time in his 
life, it was a real crushing 
blow. Jeff had a whole lot 
heaped on him.” 

Following initial results, 
Jeff was subjected to a 32-day 
chemotherapy program that 
doctors hoped would put him 
into a remission stage and a 
temporary reprieve from the 
disease. 

Second stages of halting the 


spread of the disease consis- 
ted of searching for appropri 
ate bone-marrow donors while 
the leukemia lay dormant in 
his blood system. The tremen- 
dous costs involved with reha 
bilitation and bone marrow 
surgery, John said, have been 
overwhelming. But Kasprzak 
family members went on the 
offensive rather than watch 
their brother/son/father wither 
and eventually die. 

The group became involved 
with the My Friends Care orga- 
nization, founded by several 
mothers who lost children to 
the typically fatal disease. 
Through My Friends Care, the 
family has been able to gener- 
ate a great deal of money to 
alleviate the tremendous med- 
ical bills, but more impor- 
tantly help their loved one see 
the light of day in an emotional 
dark tunnel. 

On Aug. 14 the family will 
host a sanctioned bowling 
tournament at the Superbowl 
lanes on Ford Road in Canton. 
There will be a $25 entry fee 
with a $1,000 first-place prize 
offered, based on 200 entries. 
Games will begin at noon, 2:30 
and 5 p.m. 

In September, John added, 
two Kasprzak brothers (Step- 
hen or Paul) will likely donate 
bone marrow to save their 
brother’s life. Before surgery

Former mayor named ‘Hall of Fame’ president

NEW FLAVORS FROMTHE GRILL 


You’ve been putting it off...haven’t you? It 
lurks just outside the door, waiting. Whether 
it’s gas powered or uses bags and bags of 
charcoal ignited by that foul-smelling 
starter fluid, it really wouldn’t be summer 
without firing up that barbecue grill. 

And of course, we know it’s dirty. And we 
know, too, all the health risks involved with 
charcoal grilling recently made public by 
researchers who were undoubtedly funded 
by our government-the same guys who 
funded the study of men over 40 who carry 
umbrellas on their left arms-but we just 
don’t care. Find some energy somewhere, 
cart that greasy, grimy thing to the laundry 
tub, fill it with very hot water and let it soak. 
Then take a good wire brush to it, soap it up 
with a steel-wool pad and scrub again.

4 (4-ounce) beef strip steaks, 
trimmed of fat 

1/2 cup fresh or frozen black- 
berries, thawed

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Dishing it out 

Quality is key ingredient at 
recently-opened area restaurant

A veteran Ann Arbor/ 
Ypsilanti restaurateur has 
brought his special culinary 
skills to western Wayne County 
recently opening Jonathon's 
Family Restaurant on Michi 
gan Avenue. 

Adam Adamopoulos 
opened the doors to his second 
Jonathon's in Canton Towns- 
hip on July 6 hoping to build 
on the same customer loyalty 
and taste for home made 
dishes that have been a tre- 
mendous success at his Jack 
son Road store since 1987. 

Gravies, soups and muffins, 
the 45 year-old businessman 
said, plus primary meat, 
chicken, fish dishes and des- 
serts are made from scratch by 
kitchen experts. 

“1 believe very strongly that 
there’s a tremendous market 
for quality foods, atmosphere 
and service,” Adamopoulos 
said. 

A Greek immigrant, Ad 
amopoulos came to Lansing in 


the 1970s with Old World car- 
pentry 7 skills and work ethics. 
Later migrating to restaurants, 
he managed to pick up short 
order skills that would land 
him in east Chicago working 
the restaurant scene there. 

He later traveled back to 
Greece with the death of his 
older brother, returning to the 
Ann ArboiTYpsilanti area to 
operate a coney island for a 
friend in 1975. 

“My father, who had lived 
through the Depression, told 
me that if you work hard (in 
the U.S.) you’ll be successful, 
that's why I came back,” Ad 
amopoulos said. “I never for- 
got that.” 

During the summer of ‘76, 
Adamopoulos leased his first 
restaurant, a five-booth, closet 
like affair featuring a small 
service counter. He later 
opened an Ecorse Road store 
(Sip n’ Bite), working the res- 
taurant seven days per week. 
15 hours a day. 

“I was learning so much, so 
fast,” he recalled. “That was an 


amazing time -I was young and 
full of energy.” 

Adamopoulos and his 
father in law opened the River 
Flame restaurant in Ypsilanti 
in 1985, achieving incredible 
sales based on the home 
cooked breakfast-lunch 
dinner market Nearly killed 
five months later in an auto 
wreck, he slowly evolved irom 
the River Flame store and 
opened the original Jackson 
Road Jonathon’s in 1987. 

A second Jonathon’s in 
Wayne failed recently despite 
intense building and image 
improvements. Lessons were 
learned. 

“You can’t win every battle,” 
Adamopoulos admitted. “But 
the things I learned from that 
operation will never be re- 
peated and I’m content to just 
work the two restaurants. I’m 
confident people will notice 
the quality.”

Students sign contracts with teachers

Fifth graders at Lincoln El- 
ementary School were re- 
warded for improving their 
school performance through a 
new grant program offered by 
Wayne County Regional Edu- 
cation Service Agency 
(WCRESA). 

Hundreds of Wayne County 
fifth graders participated in 
Project SPARC (Students Par- 
ticipate As Responsible Citi- 
zens). They signed contracts 
with their teachers and par- 
ents to improve one area of 
their school performance. 

Some students promised to 
improve their timeliness, 


spelling or just to get their 
homework done, according to 
Dr Karen Williams. WCRESA 
Grants and Planning Consul- 
tant. 

“The degree to which each 
student had to improve was ne- 
gotiated individually,” Will- 
iams said. 

Fifty-five Lincoln fifth 
graders took part in “Impact 
10,” a program in which stu- 
dents had to meet their goals 
within 10 weeks. Teachers Jan 
Tomlinson and Diane Duncan 
helped all 55 students meet 
their goals successfully 

The two teachers worked to- 
gether on a single winning pro- 
ject and received $350 each in 
grant monies. 


Williams said grant awards 
were given to the most creative 
programs and “Impact 10“ was 
one of them. 

“Each student did some 
thing different. “ Williams said. 
“They had a very high re- 
sponse. Only one student 
didn’t finish by the deadline 
date.” 

Wayne County teachers in 
terested in participating in the 
program applied for grants 
which provided an incentive 
for the students. 

The money is used toward 
classroom activities such as 
the trip Lincoln students took 
to the Toledo Zoo or providing 
certificates and ribbons to the 
students, Williams said 


Local man pleads not guilty to sex charge 


A 49-year-old Westland man 
was arraigned Tuesday before 
18th District Court Judge Gail 
McKnight on three counts of 
third degree criminal sexual 
conduct. 

Sterling Marve Reimann al- 
legedly sexually assaulted his 
45-year-old mentally retarded 
female relative. The couple 
lived in the same Westland 


home when the alleged inci- 
dent occurred over a two- 
month period, according to 
Westland Police Sgt. Laura 
Moore. 

Reimann was released on 
$10,000 personal condition 
bond. Condition bonds do not 
require the accused to pay the 
bond, but it does prohibit con- 
tact with the alleged victim. 


If Reimann does not comply 
with bond conditions, he could 
be fined $10,000 by the court. 

A plea of not guilty was en- 
tered, and a preliminary ex- 
amination is scheduled for 
July 22 before McKnight. 

If convicted, Reimann could 
be sentenced to up to 15 years 
in jail, Moore said.

Take this ( SHO’ on the road

I can hardly wait for Ford 
Motor Co. to introduce its 1994 
Taurus SHO. What a car that’s 
going to be if 1993 is any indi- 
cation of the historic leap of 
the auto maker past 1992. 

The Ford high performance 
SHO (Super High Output) is a 
true stroke of genius consider- 
ing Taurus, the most popular 
vehicle in the country, was pri- 
marily manufactured as a fam- 
ily sedan when it shook the 
auto world in the mid-80s and 
forever changed the shift of de- 
sign as the Model T did when it 
was introduced in 1908. 

The first couple of SHO edi- 
tions were simply charcoal 
sketches featuring bumper 


dressings and a logo. But Ford 
engineers reworked the ‘93 
with an integrated front, rear 
and door panel ground effects 
package, an impressive 24- 
valve (DOHC) V6 producing 
220 horsepower coupled with a 
scorching 200 ft.-lbs. of torque, 
and a special interior package 
featuring next generation lum- 
bar seats. Also offered new 
this year is the ultra-smooth 
4-speed automatic overdrive 
transmission and standard 
ABS for added driving ease. 

Only real complaints with 
the power, and this is applica- 
ble across the board, is the 
front-wheel drive. Typical 
(daydreaming) drivers need to 
be careful that steering con 
trol isn’t fumbled with instant 
and strong acceleration to the 


front wheels -the tendency is 
to over steer, especially cor- 
nering. You’ll need good strong 
golfers wrists to whip a frisky 
SHO in line. 

Highway handling (within 
legal speed limits, of course) is 
exceptional with an unusually 
soft ride for vehicle boasting 
sturdy independent struts, sta 
bilizer bars and the new cast 
knuckle (old kingpin) design. 
Space is plentiful and every 
thing’s (knobs and dials) within 
reach. The SHO stereo system 
is outstanding. 

Taurus features you’re used 
to -ample trunk space (with 
netting), interior storage, and 
comfortable rear seating- 
remain, just in a more lethal 
package.

“We will, in fact, retain the plant 
(in Romulus) for specific limited 
production purposes and will have 
five to 10 persons employed there,” 
Distefano said. 

The firm is seeking a city council 
resolution authorizing the transfer 
of employment to Taylor for tax 
abatement purposes.

The single largest tax cut in Michigan history 
has set off air-raid warnings in some local quar- 
ters and rousing cheers in others. 

State legislators this week voted to slash some 
$5.6 billion from public school funding by ex- 
empting taxation for local and intermediate 
school operating purposes. State senators passed 
the measure late Tuesday 29-4, followed by a 69-35 
House vote Wednesday after a dozen amend- 
ments to the bill, including a plan to make educa- 
tion a Constitutional state right, were shot down. 

Direct impact means an average cut in homeo- 
wner and business property tax bills of some 65 
percent, beginning with the 1994 summer levy. 
Miliage allotted by local school districts to fund 
community colleges are not included in Senate 
Bill 1, officials added. 

According to Rep. Deborah Whyman (R-Canton 
Township), property taxes will remain intact as a 
revenue source for local government operations 
and for debt retirement. Property taxes, the first- 
term lawmaker said, will continue to be assessed 
at 50 percent of their true cash value and taxes 
levied in 1994 will be based on valuations last 
established Dec. 31, 1992, allowing homeowners 
“sufficient time to appeal their assessments to 
the State Tax Tribunal,” Whyman added. 

“This is the news Michigan taxpayers have 
been waiting to hear,” said Whyman, who cam- 
paigned on a tax/regulation relief platform. “Af- 
ter two decades of frustration, property tax relief 
is a reality.” 

Sen. Robert Geake (R-Northville) essentially 
echoed Whyman ’s sentiments calling the bill “the 
most historic thing we’ve ever done.” 

“Now we can build (the education system) up 
from scratch,” the veteran state legislator said 
Thursday from his Lansing office. “The system is 
over reliant on property taxes and needs a more 
balanced approach.” 

Geake said several additions to the bill are 
under debate, including an amendment limiting 
school administrator pay to a percentage of the 
governor’s (reportedly 85 percent of Gov. John En- 
gler’s $104,000 salary) and possible consolidation 
of the state’s 550 school districts. 

Plymouth-Canton Schools Superintendent Dr. 
John Hoben, concerned that state lawmakers 
have jeopardized an Aug. 17 4-mill ballot pro- 
posal, dismissed the tax bill as a “knee-jerk reac- 
tion.” 

“I view this as nothing more than a takeover 
attempt by the government,” Hoben said Wednes- 
day, “and the erosion of local control. I personally 
applaud a tax break, any serious person would, 
but there’s no sensible trace of a plan to make up 
the funding difference, plus I’m concerned the 
state’s looking to dictate curriculum (a charge 
Geake concedes). There’s just a lot of politics 
going on at student and taxpayer expense.”

Wayne Westland School Board President 
Francis Winter said despite apparent tax abate- 
ment, cash strapped Wayne-Westland schools will 
still need additional miliage to run the 15,000- 
student district through next summer. 

“I think (Senate Bill 1) was totally irrespons- 
ible,” Winter said. “We do need property tax re- 
lief, but we must also come up with a plausible 
plan to fund education.” 

Sen. William Faust (D-Westland), only one of 
four dissenting senate lawmakers, said the mea- 
sure was “stampeded through” without “proper 
understanding of the full impact.” 

The veteran state senator suggested the mea- 
sure will give business owners an unfair tax ad- 
vantage, provides no alternative funding and 
seizes local control from school officials. 

“There will be no collective bargaining,” Faust 
added, “and if any (school) unions go on strike, 
the whole state will be on strike.” 

Kathleen Straus, secretary of the Michigan 
board of education, said the measure should pro- 
vide school districts across the state with “equita- 
ble education opportunities.” 

"But what’s equity for me,” Straus added, “may 
not be equity for you. This should be interesting.” 

Freshman Representative Jerry Vorva (D- 
Plyrnouth Township) said his affirmative vote was 
“a vote for the people." 

“I think the community is long tired of the arro- 
gance of schools,” Vorva added. “Its (Plymouth- 
Canton schools) been dying of its own weight for 
years. I view this as a fresh start.” 

An informal survey of western Wayne County 
residents revealed that news of the school prop- 
erty tax cut raised many questions and concerns 
among taxpayers. 

Most of those surveyed were shocked at the 
quick action by the State Legislature on Wednes- 
day after months of indecision. 

While middle school teacher Rowena Zimmer- 
man is pleased to see a property tax cut in her 
future, she expressed concern about the possible 
loss of local control of the schools. 

“I’m glad to see property taxes go down, but 
where will the replacement money come from 
and what’s going to happen to local control?” said 
Zimmerman.

$6.5 million waste site construction begins

Construction work has begun in Romulus on a 
massive $6.1 million commercial deep well pro- 
ject that will begin permanently disposing of in- 
dustrial hazardous liquid waste from 
southeastern Michigan manufacturers early in 


1994. 

The well is being erected on a site currently 
owned by John Ryznar located north of Northline 
Road and west of Wahrman Road in Romulus . 

“We chose the site in Romulus because of its 
geological suitability, light industrial zoning, 
rural setting and accessibility,” Douglas F. Wick 
lund, president of Environmental Disposal Sys- 


tems Inc. of Birmingham, revealed last week. 

Wicklund said the Class 1 well plans have al 
ready received Environmental Protection Agency 
<EPA) approval and call for steel and concrete- 
encased shafts to be placed deep into the earth 
Liquid wastes tnen will be emplaced into these

Mike Conley 
eyewitness

A key witness in the murder 
hearing of accused killer 
Rodney Haley testified 
Wednesday in 22nd District 
Court that he saw the defen- 
dant take off his tee shirt and 
wrap it around the neck of a 
woman who was later found 
strangled in a vacant house in 
Inkster. 

Haley is accused of felony 
and premeditated murder in 
the strangulation death of 
Lavette Knight, one of six Inks- 
ter women who was killed in 
Inkster during a two-year pe- 
riod beginning in February of 
1989 and December of 1991. 

Mike Conley, the witness, 
who described himself as a 
friend of both the victim and 
the accused, said he was stand- 
ing approximately 15 to 20 feet 
away when the assault took 
place. 

“Petey put his arm around 
her neck,” Conley continued. 
“She kicked. And he laid her 
down/’ 

Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney James D. 
Gonzales asked the witness 
. who is “Petey” if he would 
point him out in the court- 
room. 

The nervous and apparently 
frightened Conley, who did not 
look at the defendant once 
during the entire half-hour he 
was on the witness stand, 
mumbled something. 

Asked by Judge Sylvia 
James “to speak up”, Conley 
again uttered words that were 
not clear. 


When asked again to iden- 
tify the defendant, Conley, 
using his head, motioned to- 
ward where the accused was 
sitting. 

The 34-year-old Conley was 
one of two witnesses that the 
prosecution asked to testify 
Wednesday. The most damag- 
ing testimony was offered by 
Conley, an admitted cocaine 
user who apparently has a long 
history of social problems. He 
was a special education stu- 
dent, school officials said. 

Conley admitted in court 
that he is known as “crazy 
Mike” because “I used to do 
some things when I was 11 or 
12 years old.” 

Under cross-examination, 
defense attorney Wanda R. Cal 
asked Conley is he had ever 
been placed in a mental insti- 
tution or was taking any medi- 
cal drugs for mental illness. 

Conley replied “no”, and 
when Cal continued her cross 
examination she asked the wit- 
ness: “You clearly remember 
this,” Conley replied “yes”. 

Conley told the court that 
around 10 p.m. Dec. 25 (1991) 


he saw Haley, who he called 
Petey throughout his testi- 
mony, at a store on Middlebelt 
and Michigan Avenue. He said 
the two talked about girls and 
“getting some girls and party.” 

Conley added that they saw 
Knight, who he called “Pea- 
nuts” coming out of a white 
truck. 

Conley said that Knight had 
$20 and wanted to buy a rock 
(cocaine). 

Asked by Gonzales where 
Knight got the $20, Conley rep- 
lied “doing sex”. 

Moving his body constantly 
in the witness chair and speak- 
ing in an erratic and low tone 
at times, Conley related the 
events of the evening. He said 
that the three of them got into 
a car driven by Haley. 

Haley to a vacant house on 
Manning Street where he ap- 
parently attempted to ex- 
change drugs for sex. 

Conley said that a fight 
erupted between Haley and 
Knight and she got out of the 
car and walked down the 
street 


“Peanut ran in the street,” 
Conley said. “He ran behind 
her and smacked her in the 
face. They came back to the 
car.” 

Conley did not say what pre- 
cipitated the argument bet- 
ween Haley or Knight. Upon 
further questioning by 
Gonzales, Conley said that 
Haley and Knight went into 
the vacant house and that he 
later went up and watched as 
Haley placed his arm around 
Knight’s neck. Conley said he 
went back to the parked car. 

When Haley returned to the 
car, Conley asked Haley why 
“you sweating so hard?” 

Conley said Haley replied: 
“We go it ‘on’”. 

According to Conley’s testi- 
mony, Haley also had a pair of 
women’s shoes with him and 
told Conley: “I got something 
to get rid of.” 

Conley said when he re- 
turned home later and had 
three Jack Daniels. He called 
the police. But, because the 
police didn’t respond as fast as 
he thought they should have, 
Conley said he didn’t call 
again. 

Upon cross-examination by 
Cal, Conley admitted that Pea- 
nuts was a close friend of his - 
and he looked upon her “more 
like a little kid.” He admitted 
that in January and, subse- 
quently March, he refused to 
discuss Knight’s death with po- 
lice. ’’The first two times (the 
police asked you), you told 
them that you didn’t know any- 
thing about it (the murder)”, 
Cal continued. “Is that right?” 

“Yes ma’am,” Conley rep-

lied. 

“When you saw the alleged 
incident take place, did you try 
anything to stop it?” Cal asked. 

Conley shook his head. 

“You indicated that you saw 
Petey allegedly with his arm 
around here,” Cal asked. 
“What did you do.” 

Conley replied that he 
“went back to the car and wait 
for Petey.” 

The hearing, originally 
scheduled for June 2, was post- 
poned when Haley’s defense 
attorney at the time, Kenneth 
M. Waldhom, asked the court 
for a forensic examination to 
determine whether the defen- 
dant was mentally able to ass- 
ist in his defense. 

A report submitted to the 
court Wednesday from the 


Wayne County Medical Exam- 
iner Forensic Department, 
concluded that Haley is com- 
petent to stand trial. 

After the testimony, James 
determined that there was suf- 
ficient evidence to bind Haley 
over to the higher court on 
both charges - premeditated 
and felony murder, over the 
objections of Haley’s attorney 
who said that she felt that 
there was not enough evidence 
presented by the prosecution 
to show felony or premediata- 
tion. 

Haley is scheduled to ap- 
pear at 9 a.m. Aug. 4 in room 
801 at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice for arraignment on 
the charges. He was returned 
to Wayne County Jail to await 
his next court appearance.

wells 4,000 feet below usable 
drinking waters, an EDS press 
release stated. 

Wicklund said a mobile lo- 
cal office has been set up on 
the Romulus site. Ultimately a 
permanent local office and 
laboratory will be established 
at the site, he said. 

Wicklund revealed EDS has 
an option to purchase the 
property in Romulus. 

EDS has presented a 5 per- 


cent royalty agreement to 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and it 
currently is being studied by 
city officials. 

While Wicklund said an ag- 
gressive campaign to service 
Michigan manufacturers will 
begin after the well is com- 
pleted, he refrained from dis- 
cussing what the 5 percent 
could mean in city revenues in 
early years. 

A city official, who prefer- 
red to remain unidentified, 
said the early royalties could 
possibly add several hundred 
thousand dollars to city cof- 
fers. 

“Protection of the environ-

McNamara is the chief executive officer of the eighth largest 
county in the U.S. and the most populous in Michigan with 2.1 
million residents. 

The positron of Wayne County executive was created when 
county voters adopted a new charter in an effort toward govern- 
mental reform. Before, McNamara was elected the second 
Wayne County executive officer in 1987, Wayne County govern- 
ment had been marked by poor management, inefficiency and 
was sinking fast in a $135 million pool of red ink. 

McNamara and his administration are credited with a suc- 
cessful effort to control spending and to find additional revenue 
to erase the substantial deficit which he inherited. 

In 1987, he masterminded the extraordinary legislative pack- 
age to resolve the county financial plight. Since then, Wayne 
County has had four straight balanced budgets and a steadily 
increasing bond rating from Wall Street investors. 

In 1990, McNamara and his staff secured a $1 billion modern- 
ization plan for Metro Airport. Many projects, including a new 
$10 million air traffic control tower and construction of a new 
south access road running under the airport, have already be- 
gun. 

When the modernization is complete in the late 1990s, the 
airport will also include a new cross-wind runway and a mid- 
field terminal which will rank as one of the most technological 
and user-friendly in the world. 

McNamara predicts that the modernization of Metro Airport 
will generate more than 20,000 new jobs for southeast Michigan 
and will pump billions into the local economy. 

A Livonia resident since 1959, McNamara previously served 
as mayor of the City of Livonia for eight terms where he boasted 
16 years of balanced budgets and played an instrumental role in 
bringing major economic developments to that city. 

Who came up with the idea for the show? 

“Brooks called me and said ‘What do you think about this?*,” 
McNamara said. “I thought, ‘Gee, it’s a terrible idea. I don’t want 
to be seen with you in Wayne County,” McNamara laughed. 

“I think, the more I thought about it, I thought it would be a 
good idea for us to try and tell people what a county does. 
Frequently some people will say to me, ‘You’re doing a good job. 
What do you do? What does the county do?’ We don’t want to turn 
this show into the Three Stooges .

How long have you and Brooks Patterson known each other? 

“We’ve known each other for at least 10 years, but I’ve known 
of him longer,” McNamara said. “I remember when he first came 
into existence, he was the attorney for the lady that was fighting 
busing. As time went on, he became the prosecutor for Oakland 
County. 

“He’s been known as relatively conservative, about four de- 
grees to the right of Attilla the Hun. (McNamara smiles) We play 
golf. We’re friends. 1 keep telling people that the L. in L. Brooks 
stands for liberal.” 

What are some of the major projects that have been successful 
for you while serving as Wayne County executive, and what are 
some of the future goals? 

“We’ve certainly done something with indigent health care 
which is unusual,” McNamara said. “Our rights of way along the 
roads have certainly improved tremendously. We’ve building a 
new jail. We are in the process of building a new morgue, and we 
are in the process of revamping a golf course which is probably 
one of the finest courses in the state that was being terribly 
neglected. 

“We just opened a new marina at Elizabeth (Park in Trenton). 
We’re in the process of putting together a health care program 
for the so- called working poor. While Hillary and Mr. Clinton 
'President Bill Clinton) are thinking about it, we’re going to 
move ahead and do our own. 

“We’re also thinking about changing the new Michigan slogan. 
It’s one of those deep thinking projects. I’ve got a few ideas of my 
own such as ‘Michigan, boyhood home of L. Brooks Patterson.’” 

What is your philosophy for success? 

“Keep your head down, and follow through,” McNamara said. 
“Oh. that’s golf."

L.BROOKS PATTERSON 

It was Patterson’s idea to start the unique television program. 

Patterson was born Jan. 4, 1939 and grew up on Glastonbury in 
Rosedale Park in Detroit He attended law school at the Univer- 
sity of Detroit. While studying for his law degree, Patterson 
served as editor of the Law Review. 

In 1968, a year after receiving his law degree, Patterson was 
hired as an assistant prosecutor in Oakland County BeforeJeav- 
ingthat position in 1971, he attained the distinction of becoming 
the first senior trial lawyer in the Oakland County prosecutor’s 
office. 

In that role, he tried virtually all the major cases in Circuit 
Court. 

Following his departure from the prosecutor’s office, Patter- 
son went into private law practice in Troy, specializing as a trial 
attorney in both civil and criminal courts. It was during that time 
he found himself thrust into the national spotlight as the attor- 
ney and chief spokesman for the National Action Group, an anti- 
busing organization from Pontiac. 

He gained almost instant celebrity status as a result of his 
fight to prevent the courts from imposing mandatory school bus- 
ing in Pontiac. 

In 1972, Patterson’s life as a public figure began to take shape. 
He decided to run for Oakland County prosecutor against 
Thomas Plunkett the incumbent. He pulled off what many con- 
sidered to be an upset beating Plunkett and winning the job he 
would maintain for the next 16 years. 

In 1988, Patterson decided not to seek re-election. Already the 
longest serving Oakland County prosecutor, he said he wanted to 
avoid “becoming the oldest prosecutor in captivity.” 

In November of 1992, he become the Oakland County execu- 
tive. 

It was your idea to have a television show like this. What was 
your goal with the program? 

“I’ve been thinking about this for awhile, and I thought it 
would be very informative for the general public to talk about 
the current issues going on in Oakland and Wayne counties as 
well as be entertaining with Ed and I debating several issues as 
we usually do,” Patterson said. 

“The show will start with both of us talking about the issues, 
then we will throw a few shots at each other and then lapse back 
into a few moments of seriousness.” 

What are some of the major Improvements you have made as the 
Oakland County executive? 

“In the old days when you came to the Oakland County execu- 
tive office building, you had to walk through security doors, glass 
walls and a buzzer system,” Patterson said. “We threw all of that 
out We wanted to make this office open and as accessible to the 
public. 

“We started working with employees. We created an employee 
suggestion program where the employees would give us ideas on 
how we can improve Oakland County. Within my first six months 
here, we received at least one suggestion a day, and the first 
suggestion saved us $1.5 million dollars. 

“The other thing I found is the lack of employee empower- 
ment with the computers, the desktops and the notebooks. There 
just isn’t any. There are a few main frames but no PC (personal 
computer). So we’re trying to improve that situation in order to 
enhance employee productivity.” 

Are there similarities between the way you run Oakland County 
and Ed McNamara runs Wayne County? 

“I think so,” Patterson said. “Sometimes when we have prob- 
lems that we share in common with the counties, we talk about it 
over lunch. Ed had a county that had been, in his estimation, 
badly mismanaged and seriously in debt. 

“He worked himself out of that, and now the county is pretty 
well managed. When I started here six months ago, I inherited 
similar problems as Ed. I think Ed and I are able to not only 
share our problems, but we also offer ideas on how to improve 
various areas. For instance, we have a casual day around here 
where the employees here can come to work in casual clothes. 
The employees do have to pay $1 for the privilege which we put 
in a jar for the poor. We already have $8,000, and by the end of 
the year, we’ll probably have $15,000. I’ve already contacted 
various charities. We intend to buy holiday baskets for the poor. 
It’s a good warm fuzzy for the employees too,”

“I wake up every morning, and I ask myself, ‘What is Ed

Woman accused of brutal attack on 
79-year-old neighbor finally faces court

Nine-months pregnant, 20- 
year-old Rosyln McGraw did 
not look like a person who 
would rob, beat and terrorize 
anyone. 

But that’s what the Inkster 
woman is accused of. 

Standing before a micro- 
phone on Wednesday in 22nd 
District Court, McGraw w f as 
charged with armed robbery 
and, during her arraignment. 
Judge Sylvia James had to ask 
the defendant several times 
“to speak up.” 

McGraw is accused of beat- 
ing, robbing, tying up and leav- 
ing for dead a 76-year-old 
Inkster woman, who is known 
to the southwest Inkster com- 
munity for her goodwill and 
deeds. 

The victim, Myrtle DuBose, 
was struck over the head with 
a weed digger and a metal rod 
after being robbed on May 12, 
according to police records. 

“Mrs. DuBose did not be- 
lieve in banks, a hangover 
from the Great Depression 
years,” said Detective Richard 
Rashad. “She was known to 
keep large sums of money in 
her house. In fact, after the in- 
cident, she gave the police de-

partment money to hang on to 
because she was afraid to keep 
it in her house.” 

According to police, DuBose 
lent the defendant $40 for groc- 
eries and on May 12, McGraw 
showed up at the DuBose resi- 
dence on the pretense of pay- 
ing her back. Instead, she took 
a rod and hit her victim over 
the head, then used a weed 
puller to inflict cutting wounds 
to the neck. 

DuBose was discovered her 
house, bound and tied, by a 
friend who came to the house 
to take her shopping. 

“She left me for dead, but 
God brought me through,’’ Du- 
Bose said. 

With her apparent game of 
hide-and-seek with the Inkster 
police ended and the apparent 
foul-up in her arrest warrant 
clearing the system, McGraw 


now stood in silence, her white 
coat with the blue-painted 
words: “City Jail” unable to 
conceal her pregnancy. 

James repeated the ques- 
tion - how did the defendant 
plead to the charge. 

McGraw stood mute, in ap- 
parent agony, and appeared as 
if she was going to give birth to 
her baby in the courtroom. 

After the court failed to get 
a response from the defen- 
dant, a plea of not guilty was 
entered for her. 

McGraw was placed on a 
$30,000 cash bond. She was or- 
dered to be locked up in the 
Wayne County Jail facility un- 
til an examination scheduled 
for 9 a.m. Wednesday. 

Within 24 hours of the al- 
leged incident, visiting Judge 
Richard L. Hammer Jr. issued 
a warrant for McGraw’s arrest.

the warrant has become a 
point of controversy. McGraw’s 
name apparently failed to 
show up in the computer. 

The foul-up allowed 
McGraw to enjoy her freedom. 
And according to the victim 
and her friends, McGraw ap- 
peared on the street where the 
incident occurred at least on 
two separate occasions. 

DuBose’s friends said the 
victim was “terrified” to see 
her tormentor and wondered 
why police had not arrested 
her. 

McGraw, a Detroit Murray 
Wright graduate, was arrested 
last week in the home of her 
boyfriend in Detroit, ending 
her three-month reprieve from 
prosecution. 

And she just may get a fur- 
ther reprieve - court and po- 
lice officials believe that the 
baby will make his - or her - 
appearance thereby delaying 
the defendant’s court examina- 
tion. 


A 29 year-old Westland man 
paid a high price for his appar- 
ent drug addiction - his life. 

Gary Allen Iannello was 
mortally wounded in an al- 
leged drug-purchase deal that 
went bad, according to Inkster 
police. 

Inkster Detective Charles 
Givens said that they are seek- 
ing two youths in connection 
with the killing. They said that 
they have enough evidence to 
go to the Wayne County Pros- 
ecutor’s Office for a felony 
murder warrant for one of the 
suspects. 

“The suspect who we be- 
lieve did the actual shooting is 
out there and we’re looking for 
him,” Givens said. “It is only a 
matter of time that we will 
have him in custody.” 

Givens said that the suspect 
is known to associate with the 
drug dealers in the city. 

Police said that the victim 
lives in the 6900 block of 
Apache in Westland. 

According to police, Ian- 
nello and a friend bothered 
Iannello’s girlfriend’s car and 
were in the process of moving 
belongings from a home in Ro- 
mulus when they decided to 
visit Inkster. 

The two had planned to pur- 
chase drugs, according to the 
report. 

The two Westland men, in a 
vehicle borrowed from a wo- 
man who resides in Canton 
Township, parked in the 3000 


block of Carlysle Avenue when 
two men approached the vehi- 
cle. 

Iannello, seated in the pas- 
senger’s seat, and his friend 
began to negotiate the price of 
the drugs when one of the 
would-be drug dealers appar- 
ently took a liking to a gold 
chain that Iannello was wea- 
ring, police said. 

One of the suspects 
snatched the victim’s chain 
and a fight ensued. A second 
suspect took out a gun and shot 
Iannello in the chest, accord- 
ing to police accounts of the 
incident. 

Iannello’s companion drove 
the fatally wounded Iannello 
to a gas station located on the 
corner of Middlebelt Road and 
Michigan Avenue where he 
telephoned police. 

Police were dispatched to 
the scene and found the victim 
sitting in the passenger’s seat, 
still breathing. They rushed 
him to Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne where he was later pro- 
nounced dead. 

Givens said that one of the 
suspects is described as a 
black male, between the ages 
of 17 and 20, about 5-feet, 
6-inches tall and weighing 160- 
pounds. The gunman also wore 
a black-hooded jacket. The 
Inkster detective said that the 
witness was unable to give a 
description of the second man 
involved in the killing. 

Iannello is the 10th homi- 
cide victim in the city of Inks- 
ter this year.

Church construction activity prompts neighbors' complaints

Loud noises, constant dis- 
turbance and lack of privacy 
caused a Westland man to take 
his concerns to members of the 
Westland City Council earlier 
this week. 

William Bialo of 32929 
Hampshire Street has had all 
he can take from the Garden 
City Congregation of Jehovah’s 
Witnesses who are building a 
church behind his house, he 
said. 

The church, located on 
Venoy Road just north of Ford 
Road, has been under con- 
struction for seven months. 
Throughout that time, Bialo 


said, construction workers and 
Jehovah’s Witnesses have been 
invading his privacy and dis- 
turbing the peace. 

Bialo said church members 
preach over a loud speaker, 
construction lights shine into 
his house windows throughout 
the night and hundreds of peo 
pie have been seen at the un 
finished church. 

Bialo said he and his wife 
have also been disturbed by 
Jehovah’s Witnesses knocking 
on his door trying to persuade 
him to join the church. 

“My wife is sleeping in the 
other room. I’m sleeping in the 
basement. I don’t want to get 
divorced over this church,” Bi- 
alo said. 


Garden City Congregation 
member Arnie Reno said the 
noise and disruption of the 
construction workers will be 
over within a few weeks. Reno 
admits construction workers 
were working through the 
night, but when the congrega- 
tion was informed of a noise 
ordinance the workday ended 
at 8 p.m. 

The loud speakers were 
used by construction workers 


to direct each other, Reno said, 
and have since been dis- 
mantled. He added that the 
group is adjusting the lights. 

Bialo said he’s seen as many 
as 400 people at the church 
which is still under construc- 
tion. 

Reno said there was one 
weekend when hundreds of 
area Jehovah Witnesses got to- 
gether and used their skills to 


move the building process 
along. 

Westland Economic Devel- 
opment Director Scott Ve- 
ldhuis said he does not believe 
that large of a group will be 
attending the church regu- 
larly. 

Reno said two congrega- 
tions, totally 250 members, will 
be using the church. However, 
Reno said, these congregations 
will be holding services on dif- 
ferent days. 

A neighbor of Bialo’s, who 
requested anonymity, is also 
upset about the situation and 
may move from her home be- 
cause of the lack of privacy 
and constant noise, she said. 


“It’s terrible over here. I’m 
very upset. This week I almost 
had a heart attack,” she added 
referring to nearly 300 people 
who were walking across her 
property during weekend ac- 
tivities at the site. 

Bialo and his neighbor have 
complained to police about 
the church members parking 
on Venoy Road. Westland Po 
lice Chief Emery Price said it 
is illegal to park on either side 
of Venoy Road. 

Reno said Westland police 
allowed them to park on one 

side of Venoy Road, but when 
neighbors began complaining 
the workers stopped parking 
on the roadside.

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Quest proves road wise

Take the Quest test 

Physical appearance, road 
feel and passenger safety de- 
fine Nissan’s new Quest min 
ivan for 1993. 

Part of a joint project with 
the Ford Motor Co. (sister vehi- 
cle Mercury Villager), San 
Diego-based product de- 
signers have diagramed one 
classy chassis featuring a low- 
slung, Cheshire cat front clip 
that literally forces whistling 
air up and over its wedge- 
shaped body and past a spoon- 
curved rear end like cool, silk 
jammies-and only minimal 
road noise and vibration are 
tolerated. 

Handling, accordingly, is 
relatively tight and free of tra- 
ditional steer play through 
slipstreams, although buyers 


should note that vans will 
never completely sidestep the 
sailing effect of a high profile 
vehicle. 

It should also be noted that 
added safety comfort is fur- 
nished by steel side-guard 
door beams, reinforced pillars 
and an extra-rigid body struc- 
ture on all Quest vans. 

Front-wheel drive power is 
provided by a Nissan 3.0L 
SOHC V6 offering 151 (slightly 
weak) horsepower, coupled 
with a super smooth four- 
speed transmission for accept- 
able on-ramp acceleration and 
standard 2,000 pound towing 
capacity. Mileage is respect- 
able at around 23 mpg on 15 
inch tires. 

Inside Quest offers several 
(20) seating packages including 
second row seats that fold 
down or remove and a third 


row seat that folds into a table 
(including cup holders). Shot- 
gun passenger movement is ac- 
ceptable when baby needs 
attention (watch your ankles 
on the front passenger cu- 
pholder in a down position) 
and everyone has a super view 
of the road. 

Top-of the-line GXE edi 
tions offer standard power and 
convenience packages featur- 
ing power windows, locks and 
mirrors, cruise, a leather 
wrapped steering wheel, 
tinted glass, plus lockable un- 
derseat and luggage rack stor- 
age. 

Only real beefs concern 
minimal storage behind the 
third seat and the (just) under- 
powered 3.0L Nissan (always 
dependable) engine. We en- 
courage you to take the Quest 
test.
